Tho wonderful achievement« of Japan,

with her lronclau rams and torpedoes,
should bo specially interesting io your
readers, because of tho fact that these
mighty engines of modern war, as suc-
cestful appliances, had their origin In
¡Virginia, wore designed In lUch/nond and
were first .successfully used In the wa-

tors of Jaint-s Klvor. AVtli thorn con-

tnually developed and Improved by the
fertile brain of her many olover. officers,
end by them operated with a daring and
colf-sucrlflce never equalled, the Confed¬
erate, navy totally revolutionized naval
warfare, and, though barren of ro-

Bcurces, of shops, mucblnery and'experi¬
enced mechunles, fully to avail of tho
many Improvements and Inventions they
nitido yet with her novel system of tor-

pociocs accomplished moie in :ier sev-

eral years than with all tho groat ad¬
vancement of scientific knowledge. Im¬
provements in mechanical construction
ni.d familiarly with electrical forco dur¬
ing subsequent years, other nations have
been able since to do.
In 1SGÓ the Secretary of the United

States navy reported to Congress that
the- navy ho¿ lost more ships during
Ine war from Confederato torpedoes than
from all other causes combined. Schart's
History of the Confederate cítales Navy
gives, an incomplete list of forty, show¬
ing that at ono time ten were-destroyed
In less than three weeks, and General
Rains, chief of the army topedo depart¬
ment., says that the total number was

fllty-eight, a .-number, far In excess of

what all other nations combined, with
nil their modern Improvements and ap¬

pliances, havo effected, during the forty
years since passed.
The first ironclad ram In actual con-

fllct was tho Immortal Virginia, victor!-
ously fought In Virginia waters, con¬

structed In Virginia according to the

design of Lloutenaul John Mercer Bro«1«·,
a. A'Irginian, born near Krederlcksburg.l
row an honored professor at the Virginia
Military' Instituto. Her great achieve¬
ment was her victory In Hampton Roads,

especially her defeat of the Federal iron¬

clad, an invention not of a naval officer

or of an American, whereby the govern¬
ment at Washington was so alarmed,
that preparations were made to close

the channel of the Potomac. Tho Moni¬
tor was ordered to be careful of herself,
which she was, twice refusing the Arlr-

ginla's offered battle, or to leave tho

protection of tho guns of the fort, and

thi Secretary of the N'avy, ignoring the

"first army on the planet." and n. navy
es powerful as any afloat; called franti¬

cally upon a civilian of New York for

protection, asking him to name his own

price, to destroy this Confederate terror,

designed by Brook and fought by Buch¬
anan.

AVERE MADE HERE.
Torpedoes as a successful weapon In

actual war woro Introduced Into the

Confederate navy by Captain Matthew
F. Maury, also of Freder.cksburg. and
first placed by him In tho James River.
Hardly, bad ho arrived In Richmond In

'April, 18(51, In response to Ar¡rglnla's call
to her sons to como to her assistance,
than his thoughts were turned to the

realization of > s means for the defense
of tho exposed rives and harbors of

A'irginla and the South. Penetrated as

the country, was by innumerable naviga¬
ble waters, and absolutely without ves¬

sels to defend them, he urged that the
most effective ,way to keep off the ono-

my was to mine the channolways, and
blow up by means of electricity when ho

attempted the passage. At this time
there was nothing save a few shore bat¬
teries to prevent sny ship bold enough
to run past them and ascend the river,
iihelllng, Richmond or any other water¬

ed« town In the South.
There was much prejudice against or

lack "of appreciation of this undeveloped
system of defense by many of tiro Con-
fe-derato authorities, who considered it
Ineffectual and unlawful warfare, but
Captain Maury, undeterred by lack of
ufficiai support and opposition of many
irlemds, proceeded at once to demon¬
strate Ita sufficiency as best he could

without the uso of proper mechanical re¬

His trial· experiment« to explode un¬
der water wero

' made with minute
charges of powder and submerged hi an

ordinary waslitub In his chamber at the
house Of his cousin, Robert H. Maury,
on Clay Street, and th0 tank for actual
use, with their triggers for explosion
nnci other mechanical appliances for eer-

yico, Wore made by Talbott and Son, on

Cary Street, under tholr ready and In¬
telligent direction.
In tho cariy_ summer of IMI the Sec¬

retary of the- Navy and tho chairman
of tho Naval Committee of Congress
nnú others, were Invited to witness an

exploson In James River at Rocketts. Tho
torpedo was a small peg of powder,
weighted to sink, fitted with a trlggor
to explode by percussion, to be fired,
when In place, with a lanyard. The
Patrick Henry gig was borrowed; Cap¬
tain Maury and tho writer got aboard
Milli the torpedo,1 and wore rowed to the
middle of the channel Just opposite whero
the wharf of the James River Steamboat
Company now is, whereon the spectator
stood; tho torpedo was carefully lowered
to the bottom, taking great care not.to
strain' upon the trigger, which was at
tuli cock; the lanyard loosely held on
board. The boat pulled clear, and the
writer pulled the lanyard. The explo¬
sion was instantaneous; up went a col¬
umn of water fifteen or twenty feet;
many stunned or dead fish floated
around; the officials en the wharf ap¬
plauded and were convinced, and shortly
after a naval, bureau-of "coast harbor
find river defense" ;, was created,, and.
Captain Maury placed at Its head with
tbundant. funds for:,tho work, and the
tery .best of Intelligent, able and zealous
younger naval officers for assistants.

MINED THE RIVER.
In a month or two he had mined tho

channel of the river just opposite Chaf-
fin's Bluff, with fixed torpedoes to be
exploded by contact, having then no In¬
sulated wlro with which to explode by
eleotriclty, and during that summer and
fall several attempts with floating tor¬
pedoes wero made against the Federal
squadron at Fortress Mnroe, one of which
he. personally directed (July, lSeft,); an¬
other (October, 1S61.) by one of his sklll-
ful associates, Lieutenant Robert D.

| Minor, also of Frederlcksburg.
¡ He thus descrbes them: "These torpe¬
does were In pairs, connected together by
a span 5Ü0 foet long.
The span waJ floated on the sufrnce

by corks, and tbo torpedo barrels, con¬
taining 20? pounds of powder, liso floated
s.t the depth of twenty feet, empty
barregas, pointed lead color, so as not
really to bo seen, serving for tho purpose.
The span was connected with a tr-'gger

In' the head of each barrel, so set and ar-;
ranged that when the torpedo, being let
go In a tide way under tho hows and
athwart the hawse had fouled, they
would be drifted alongside.· and In so

drifting tauten the span, nnd so set off
the fuse, which was driven perclsely as
a ten seconds shot fuse, only It was cal¬
culated to burn fifty-four seconds, be¬
cause It could not be known exactly In
which part of the «weep along tide the
strain would be sufficient to set off tho
trigger. Tho torpedoes wero launched at
three fine frigates, the "Minnesota," the
"Roanoke" and tho "Cumberland."
Finding that they all missed, I attrib¬

uted it to ihe fact that such a fuse
could not burn under a pressure of twen¬
ty feet of water. The conjecture was
confirmed by experiment. The fuse
could burn *very surely at the depth of
fifteen feet, never at twenty feet.
Some time afterwards those torpedoes

were» discovered by the enemy. Spans,
barrels· and borregas were soon got up,
and carried off as relics,
The enomy prevented any further at¬

tack in this way by dropping (ho end
of his lower studding sail boom In the
water "every night, anchoring boats or
beams ahead."

GREW IN FAVOR.
To obtain Insulated wire an agent waa

sent to New York hi secret, but failed,
and Be there was neither' wire factory
or Insulating material In the South, the
difficulties of preparing electrical torpe-
doos to which he-attached the greatest
Importance and greatly preferred, seem¬
ed insuperable, until by a' remarkable
coincidence, In the following spring, It
happened that tho enemy attempting tg
lay a cahle across Chesapeake Bay to
Fortress Monroe were forced to abandon
the attempt and loft the wire to the
mercy of the .waves, which cast it up on
the beach near Norfolk, where by the
kindness of a friend, It won secured for
Cuptüln Muury'e uses, With part of this
he wnu enubled to mine Jumes River be¬
low the obstruction with electrical tor¬
pedoes, which destroyed 'every 'Federal
vessel thut ut temp led to puss them, and
kept their powerful fleet at bay during
the entire war, and with part to enable
other southern harbors to be similarly
protected.
Meantime torpedoes wero rapidly grow¬

ing In publlo favor, now designs and im¬
provements, suggested by experience,

at City Point, which blew her to pieces
In a few moment«, killing many and
spreading consternation all around.

WENT ABROAD.
By tho fall of 1SC2 tho Importance of

Captain Maury's work and Its capabilities
had become so highly appreciated that
It wns deenied best;that he' should go to
England, that ho might have every oppor¬
tunity for the development and Improve¬
ment afforded by the workshop and lab¬
oratories and facilities for experiment
and construction; Accordingly he was or¬
dered abroad In this service, whore, ho
romalnod, pursuing his researches, per¬
fecting his valuable Invention, with great
success, constantly reporting progress to
the Navy Department at home for tho In¬
struction of the torpedo workers there,
until Just before the close of the wat,
which found him at sqa. en route for
home, with a most powerful, perfect and
complete equipment of electrlta.1 "torpe¬
do material, perhaps never since equalled.
His vnluable assistant In the James

River defense was Lieutenant Hunter Da¬
vidson, who succeeded hlrn In that charge,
which lie managed with unequalled skill
until the.end, with electrical torpedoes
which ho says he himself put down, Cap¬
tain- Maury's having been washed out by
a severo freshet after he had gone. His
operation crippled and destroyed two Fed¬
eral vessels.the only ones, be Bays, de¬
stroyed by electrical torpedoes during the
war. With a torpedo boat of his own con¬

struction- and design, constructed here In
Richmond, rigged with a spar torpedo,
he most 'courageously ventured a hun¬
dred miles and moro down the river, Into
the enemy's lines, and rammed the, frig¬
ate Minnesota, lying off Newport News.
Ho exploded the torpedo, but the charge
was too small, and but little damage was

done or suffered.
GALLANT ATTACKS.

Besides these, numberless gallant at¬
tacks were ? made with torpodoes every¬
where, despite the danger and death
which often accompanied their use, and
many of the older officers, who at first
regarded them with disfavor, as Captain
Parker said he did, were now torpedo
mad.
